NOW BEING HELD. 


[Special Dispatch to the Tranwript.] 


CLE\ ELAND, Ohio, May 14.—Today's 


session of the Methodist Episcopal con- 
ference was marked by the largest atten- 
dance yet, both delegates and spectators. 
Instead of taking up the general order of 
business, the call of the committees was 
resumed where it was left offyesterday. 


The report of the committee On mis- 


sions increasing the contingent fund from 
$23,000 to $50,000 was adopted. 


The report of the committee on educa- 


tion, excusing students from taking the 
conference examinations, in branches in 
which they have passed satisfactorily in 
some Methodist school was unanimously 
adopted. 


The church extension committee re- 


ported against the extension of work in 
foreign lands. 


The greatest interest of the day centered 


in the report of the Episcopacy commitiee. 
Chairman Buckley reported upon three 
distinct subjects. The report stated that 
in the committee's opinion, 
Bishop 


Bowman and Foster were too old to stand 
the strain of their duties, and recommend- 
ed their retirement at the end of the con- 
ference as they were not effective. 
In 


the list of bishops returned as effective, 
the name of Bishop Taylor was not men- 
tioned. 
A generous appropriation was 


urged for them and the respect felt for 
them was fully set forth. 


Then came a most affecting scene. As 


soon as the report was read Bishop Foster 
advanced to the platform. 
The entire 


audience arose applauding. In the midst 
of impressive silence and in low tones 
Bishop Foster's voice was heard. 
He 


said he simply had a request to make. He 
knew the question was one of great 
delicacy, but he begged to be permitted 
to retire. 


"No, no," came from all parts of the 


hall. 
Then Bishop Foster 
extended 


his arms saying: "Please, please." It 
was a mo t pathetic scene. Mr. Foster 
spoke a few moments and the conference 
by a rising vote granted his request. 


Bishop Bowman said he would make 


the same request as he j ust learned for 
the first time in his life that he was not 
effective. A call was made for a few re- 
marks, but he declined to say anything, 
and the two white-haired fathers left the 
hall. Bishop Foster's speech was touch- 
ing in the extreme. They left everything 
in the hands of the conference. 


The first part of the report was adopted. 


Then Dr. Buckley read the second part 
determining the 
non-effectiveness of 


Bishops Bowman and Foster. Mr. Buck- 
ley moved the adoption of the report and 
a hundred voices seconded it. 


Dr. George Bridgeman of Minnesota of- 


fered a substitute which provides that in 
the cases 'of Bishop Morris and Bishop 
Simp9on,they be continued in the board of 
bishops but relieved of active duties. In 
support, Dr. Bridgeman said it was unnec- 
essary and unkind to take such action as 
the report of the committee cpntemplated. 


He eulogized Bishops Bowman and 


Foster, and urged that they be permitted 
to round out their magniQoient careers as 
effective members of the board. 


Rev. J. E. Sawyer spoke feelingly fa- 


voring this substitute. He said other 
members of the board could be trusted to 
give them little work to do. 


The substitute was laid on the table 


unanimously, and the report adopted 
with few dissenting votes.

In the fight following 
eleven insurgents were killed. Spanish 
loss not reported.

UNCLAIMED. 


The Remains of a Man Sent On 


from Ohio But No One to 


Receive Them. 


A SAD AND STRMGE INCIDENT. 


Dying Among Strangers, the Mah's Last 


Words Did Not Locate His Friends. 


Touching Acts of Kindness by 


Christian Hands. 


That the tragedy of life never ceases is 


stnkingly emphasized by the following 
tad btory. 


The remains of one who lived a<) J. F. 


Cunningham, arrived at this city Wednes- 
day afternoon at i.12 o'clock, having been 
sent by express from Uhriehsvillfl, O. ,con- I 
signed to ilhs Anna Cunningham, North | 
Adams, Mass. The body was not claimed 
by any ons in this city and has beeu put 
in the \v.ult at the West Main stieet cem- 
etery, according to the directions oi the 
express company. 


The story connected with the sending 


of tbe body to this city was related in 
Monday's TRANSCRIPT and the strange- 
ness, of the case has caused considerable 
talk not only hero bat in Adams, where 
it was thought the family of the dead 
man resided. The man was killed at 
Beach City, O., May 8, by falling from a 
train. His body was badly mangled and 
his head was terribly injured, yet he lived 
twenty-five minutes, and was conscious 
up to a few moments of the end. He gave 
his name and address and stated that he 
had no parents, living but had two sisters 
iu this i.ii.r. The autliorHics in tfeo town- 
where the accident occurred telegraphed 
Miss Anna Cunningham here, the name 
given by the young man, that her brother 
had been killed and the body was held 
awaiting her directions. 


A Miss Anna Cauningham was found in 


Adairs after some hours'search, who be- 
lieved it was he^ brother who had been 
killed and according to her instructions 
the body was sent to her. Obtaining a 
description of the dead man later, she dis- 
covered that it could not be her brother 
but the body had then been shipped by 
expres.s, 


Mrs. John Crogan, who lives at 34 


North Holden street was Nellie Cunning- 
ham before her marriage two years ago, 
and had a brother named Joseph, who 
left this city four years ago and who had 
not been heard from in three years. Mrs. 
Crogan obtained the telegram describing 
the J. F. Cunningham, who had been 
killed and it corresponded sufficiently 
with a description of her brother to cause 
her to surmise that it might be he who 
had met such sudden death. 


Her brother was a railroad man and had 


been employed as brakeman on several 
western roads. He was of » roving dis- 
position and there was no reas on why he 
might not be in Ohio. Her brother had 
two sisters here and no parents living, and 
that statement made by the dying man 
did much to satisfy her that the J. F. 
Cunningham, who had been killed, was 
her brother. 


The casket was opened at tbe express 


office and Mrs. Crogan and several friends, 
who knew her brother, viewed the re- 
mains. The head of tho corpse had been 
badly cut and bruised but the features 
were preserved. 


The examination was made with breath- 


less silence on the part of all and when 
they decided that the body was not that 
of Joseph Cunningham, as had been 
almost believed before being seen, each 
one drew a long, deep sigh of relief, 
for the body which lay in the coffin was 
that of a stranger. 


The description of the dead man which 


had been sent here was incorrect in some 
particulars. The man was thirty-five 
years old, had dark but not black hair 
and a sandy moustache. Mrs. Crogan had 
two photographs of her brother with her 
and the features did not correspond in the 
slightest with those of the dead man. 


Another Anna Cuningham was found at 


the time the first telegram was received 
on Saturday. She is a domestic at the 
residence of T. W. Richmond on Church 
street and had a brother named John, 
whom she believed, though she was not 
positive, was living In Dorset, Vt. 
In 


response to a telegram sent to him she 
received immediately the laconic reply, 
"No, I am alive yet," and her anxiety was 
removed. 


The unfortunate young man who met 


the sad death in Beach City was cared for 
by tender hand! after the fatal accident 
befell 
him 
and when 
death 
came 


the same kind-hearted Christian people 
looked after his remains. The Epworth 
League, a society of the Methodist church, 
assumed the care of the corpse, and 
showed sympathy for the memory and 
friends of the stranger by placing the 
body in a handsome casket and covering 
it with wreaths and bouquets of flowers. 
There was a letter attached to a beautiful 
wreath addressed to the sister of the young 
man. It contained words of sympathy 
and comfort for the bereaved sister. The 
bouquets bore the cards of the kind ladies 
who contributed them. 


The body will be kept in the vault for a 


few days in hopes that some word may 
yet c.ome whereby it may be sent to rela- 
tives. 


The Accotnpanyliifr Letter. 


The letter from the Epworth league 


society in Beach City, which was attached 
to a wreath and addressed to the relatives 
of the deceased was given to M. V. N. 
Branian, president of the Epworth league 
society of this city. Mr. Braman, Dr. G. 
W. Brown, W. H. Sperry, J. H. Adams 
and others considered what their society 
could do in the strange case and decided 
that the Epworth league should accept 
the remains from the express company.

the extension of the electric car service 
into that village when the matter of the 
continuance of the lino to tlie Beaver 
conies up for final decision. 


Superintendent A. A. Graham of the 


Linwood mills is exerting himself in the 
matter and will use his influence as a 
representative of the mill company to 
have the desire of the people of Briggs- 
ville obtained. 
Mr. Graham is very 


decided in his belief that the road would 
be well patronised by the people of that 
village. 


There are between SOO and 900 people 


in Briggsvllle who would be accommo- 
dated by the electrk) service and Mr. Gra- 
ham gives as uis opinion mat tne electric 
road would bring the Briggsville people 
to this city three times as often as they 
come now with their present limited 
means for conveyance. Two two-seated 
carriages furnish means for some of the 
residents to visit North Adams but the 
accommodations are far from being suita- 
ble or even adequate to the demand. The 
Briggsville people are rejoicing over the 
possibility of having tlie cars and are 
( 


waiting anxiously for the company's de- 
cision. 


Austin Bond was called upon again to- 


day and asked what more he could offer 
on the subject. He makes the statement 
that it is his belief that should tbe road 
be put in even to the Beaver it would be 
found the best paying investment the 
company had. The extension to the cen- 
ter of Briggsville, Mr. Bond thinks, would 
be the means of much additional revenue. 


D. J. Barber says he had considered tbe 


matter carefully since he was called upon 
for his opinion Tuesday and is, if any- 
thing, more in favor of the electric cars 
being sent into that section than ever. 


The people who would be affected by 


the introduction of the street cars have 
been found to be all in favorof the scheme 
and whether the company will provide 
the desired service now remains to be 
seen. Its president says that it undoubt- 
edly will.

Inactive. 


Herman Sshroeder, who was arrested 


in this city Saturday evening by Officer 
Welsh and who was wanted by the police 
ofMechanicville, N. Y., Is lodged in the 
jail at Ballston, N. Y., awaiting his trial 
for alleged murderous assault upon his 
wife.

The gather- 


ng was held at the Fitchburg hotel and 
among those present were John Parkhill, 
president of the Parkhill Manufacturing: 
company, R. E. Thomson, superintendent 
:t Mill "C.," Walter L. Emory, J. M. Barr, 
Matthew Waddell, Frank Bradley, C. R. 
Thomson, F. C. N. Jackson, Archibald 
Hall, Jr., and H. McD'Laird. 


After justice had been done to an ex- 


cellent supper R. E. Thompson delivered 
.he following remarks on Mr. Shorrock's 
worth as an overseer and gentleman. 


"Gentlemen: We have met here tonight 


io show our esteem for our friend and 
brother overseer, Edward Shorrock, on 
ihe eve of his departure from among ns to 
fill a more responsible position. 


'•I state it mildly when I say that we are 


very sorry to have him leave us. For 
nearly seven years he has worlsed with us,

prove a benefit to us all."

and the other overseers present, and an 
unsolicited letter of recommendation to 
Mr. Shorrock by A. H. Lowe, treasurer of 
the company was read, testifying to his 
abilities. Then Mr. Laird of the finishing 
department presented Mr. Shorrock in tbe 
name of the superintendent and overseer 
at Mill "C." with an elegant gold-headed 
ebony cane, suitably inscribed.

Church Exalting tbe 
Home 


Through Its Ministry" was the first topic. 
Rev. J. H. Laird of Hinsdale brought out 
mainly that the church should increase in 
spiritual life and power by developing the 
borne and not by conquest, by giving pre- 
eminence to the life outside it. 
Rome 


increased its power by conquest and Rome 
has coine to an end, but Switzerland con- 
tinues a strong Republic by retaining its 
own home life.

that the children should be taught to 
honor the father and mother, and the 
authority of the home should have a 
larger place than now, when the home is 
considered merely a boarding house. Rev.

Dr, Baseom spoke of woman's work for 


the home, the special work of making 
a home and its surroundings more beauti- 
ful, and how she ia often thwarted and 
hindered when sae should be encouraged 
and helped. 


Tbe second part of the topic, "Through 


Its Ministy," was taken by Rev. I. C. 
Smart of Pittsfield, whose idea was that 
the home should have the benefit of orga- 
nizations and associations outside itself 
feeding its own life from the outer social 
life, and keeping its own unity secure and 
strong.

A. P. A. AND M'KINLEY. 


Action of Advisory Board Likely To Be 


Repudiated by Supreme Council, 


Washington, May 14.—Every indica- 


tion points to an absolute repudiation 
by the supreme council of the A. P. 
A., now in session in this city, of the 
action taken by the executive commit- 
tee of the advisory board against Mc- 
Kinley's candidacy. There has been 
much feeling expressed over the matter 
and the executive committee has been 
severely criticized. But the members 
of that body have not given any indica- 
tion of a back-down, but meet the 
criticisms with intimations that those 
composing the supreme council are en- 
deavoring to get in line with his 
friends since McKinley has shown such 
strength.

is likely that 
the advisory 


board will censure the executive com- 
mittee. This will take the question of 
McKinley's repudiation out of the 
hands of the supreme council and will 
allow the advisory board to make an- 
other report to the convention. There 
is no doubt, however, it is said, that 
the question of McKinley's candidacy 
will be discussed by the supreme body, 
and, 
as stated, the attack on McKinley 


will be discarded. 
But before getting 


down to the main question the conven- 
tion will have to consider a motion 
which will be made to-day referring 
the subject of the executive commit- 
tee's action and the position *f the A.

motion will provide that the special 
committee shall report on all candi- 
dates for presidential honors.

DANGEROUS FORGERS 


Cretan and Becker's Operations 


Have Involved Thousands. 


THE LATTER LEADER OF A BAD GANG 


They Will Make m Desperate ric]it 


Against Being Taken B»ck to Califor- 


nia, But Tholr Effortl Will 


Probably Full. 


Newark, N. J., May 11.—Cregan and 


Becker, two of the quartet of forgers, 
who were arrested here yesterday and 
held under $15,006 bail each for a hear- 
ing1 one week hence, will make a des- 
perate fight to baffle the efforts of 
the San Francisco officers to secure 
extradition papers for them. In this 
they will probably fail as they are 
inown to have conducted operation* 
throughout the country involing thou- 
sands of dollars. 
According- to the 


story told by one of the Pinkerton de- 
tectives 
who 
effected 
the arrest, 


Becker is the leader of a gang of the 
most dangerous and the most sought 
forgers in this country. He ia said to 
be able to perform the cleverest work 
known to bank swindlers. The specific 
crime for which the men are wanted 
and for which they have been indicated 
in San Francisco is the raising of a 
draft from 912 to $53,000 and upon 
which they obtained all of the money. 
Of this amount 820,000 was paid in 
gold. 
Well Supplied with Money mid Jewell. 


The men have been searched for high 


and low for five months. The other 
two are now in custody in San Fran- 
cisco. They were arrested in Denver, 
Col., more than three months ago and 
removed to the Golden Grate city. They 
were not tried, for the alleged reason 
that, without the arrest of Cregan and 
Becker, the chief conspirators, their 
conviction would have been difficult. 
When searched at police headquarters 
$3,307.85 was found upon the persons 
of Cregan and Becker. Cregan had 
one $1,000 bill, twelve $100 bilU, and 
some change. 
Becker had the re- 


mainder of the money, Jewelry worth 
at least $1,500 was also taken from 
them. Cregan had a diamond ring in 
his pocketbook which is worth at least 
8400, and Becker wore a sapphire scarf- 
pin set in diamonds which is probably 
worth about $250.

five years. The sentences of other 
members of the reform committee who 
were found guilty in connection with 
the conspiracy and raid and were con- 
demned to imprisonment and banish- 
ment and to pay a fine of $10,000 each, 
have been reduced to one year's im- 
prisonment.

PARDONS FORJNSURQENTS. ~ 


Weyler Extends a Recent Edict To Apply 


to Two More Provinces. 


Havana, May 14.—Reports have been 


received here of several encounters be- 
tween government troops and insur- 
gents, but no engagement of import- 
ance has taken place. According to 
these reports the rebels lost eleven 
killed and two taken prisoners. The 
losses of the Spaniards were one officer 
and seven privates killed and two 
wounded. Capt.-Gen. \Veyl«r has ex- 
tended temporarily the operation of 
the last edict issued by him granting 
pardons to insurgents who shall sur- 
render to the authorities within a 
specified time so that it now applies to 
the provinces of Havana and Matanzas, 
as well as to the Pinar del Rio pro- 
vinces. United States Consul-General 
Williams has presented to the authori- 
ties the claims of two of the prisoners 
alleged to have been members of the 
last filibustering expedition and re- 
quested that the men be granted a 
civil trial on the ground that at the 
time of their capture they were not 
bearing arms. 
He has also made a 


similar 
request on behalf of the 


Frenchman who recently arrived here 
on an American ship.

by the senate yesterday of the river 
and harbor bill leaves only three of tho 
annual appropriation bills to be acted 
on. These are the District of Columbia 
bill, the fortifications bill, and the de- 
ficiency bill. 
Before either of them ia 


taken up tho Delaware senatorial elec- 
tion case will be disposed of, and that 
case is before the senate to-day and 
will not be gotten out of the way be- 
fore to-morrow afternoon. The amend- 
ment which had been offered to the river 
and hirbor bill by Senator Gorman, 
dem., Md., limiting expenditures under 
the bill to 810,000,000 a year, was yes- 
terday afternoon, after a long discus- 
sion, laid on the table by a vote of 40 
to S3. An amendment in the same 
sense, limiting the expenditures under 
contracts to 130 per cent., was offered 


i by Senator Bate, dem., Tenn., and mot 


a like fate by a vote of 37 to 18; and 
then, after a somewhat bitter encoun- 
ter of words between Senator Allen, 
pop., Neb., and the chairman of tha 
committee on commerce, Senator Frye, 
Rep., Me., tho closing speech in ad- 
vocacy of the bill and in response to 
criticisms of It was made by Mr. Frye, 


1 who told some facts in illustration of 
the immense growth of river and lake 
commerce of the United States. Tho 
railroad freights, he said, had beer, 
cut down within the last twenty years 
from three and one-half cents a ton 
per mile to about three-quarters of a 
cent a ton per mile, and yet the people 
wanted cheaper freights. This require- 


i ment could only ba met by improving 
water facilities; and foe that reason tha 
intelligent people of the United States 
were asking for river and harbor im- 
provements. The vote on the passage 
of the. bill was: Yeas, 57; nays, 9; tha 
senators who voted in the neagativa 
being Messrs. Allen, pop., Neb.; Bate, 
dem, Tenn.; Chilton, dem., Tex.; Harris, 
dem., Tenn.; Hill, dem., N. Y.; Kyle, 
pop., S. D.; Smith, dem., N. J., ; nd 
Vilas, dem., Wis. The bill as it passed 
the house appropriated810,594,718, and 
authorized contracts for thirty-two 
projects involving aggregate liability 
of 851,721,210. As it was reported to 


i the senate the amount appropriated 


was $13,714,570. That sum was in- 


' increased by various provisions in tha 
senate, including the Deep Sea harbor 
in southern California.
